AUGUSTA, Ga. Ufl — Full-scale 
construction resumed today at the 
vast Savannah River H-bomb plant 
after striking technicians withdrew 
their pickets. 
About 200 highly skilled techni­ 
cal workers, members of the AFL 
American Federation of Technical 
Engineers, struck yesterday in a 
dispute with the Miller Electrical 
Company of Jacksonville, Fla., a 
subcontractor. 
Joseph Garvin of Philadelphia, 
union official, said picket lines and 
road blockades shut down all work. 
About 37,000 workers are build­ 
ing the sprawling installation in 
Aiken County, S C., 14 miles east 
of Augusta. 
A statement by the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission, however, said the 
picket lines delayed only “hundreds 
of workers’’ in getting to their jobs.

Kremlin Blocks 


Peace In Korea, 
Churchill Says

Churchill, blasting with all his old 
wartime vigor, last night accused 
Russia of blocking peace in Korea

Eisenhower and urged France and 
Germany to get together for the 
cause of European unity. 
Armies Tied Down 
“There has been no doubt,” he 
said. “That thus far it has been 
the policy of Moscow—for reasons 
which are obvious—to prevent an 
agreement from being reached” in 
Korea. 
Declaring that the Communist 
world undoubtedly gained an ad­ 
vantage in tying down large pro­ 
portions of U. S. and United Na­ 
tions resources in the Far East, 
he added: 
“That is why the Kremlin or­ 
dered the original aggression 
to 
begin and that 
was why, 
after 
President Truman had effectively 
marshaled the United Nations to 
repel it, the so-called truce talks 
have dragged out over more than 
a year. 
Avoid Dishonor 
“It is a convenient way of dis­ 
persing the strength of the free 
world and preventing or at least 
delaying the building up of a 
secure defense against the sub­ 
jugation of Western Europe.”

street tree program has grown to 
a city-wide development whose 
benefits have removed any doubts 
as to its value. 
“Our crews once were met with 
argum ents and even threatening 
brooms 
from 
irate 
housewives 
protecting the trees,” Clayton re­ 
called with a smile. “Now people 
w ant us to extend the work to pri­ 
vate property—which we cannot 
do.” 
Need Is Recalled 
Prim ary purpose of the street tree 
program is to make the city safer 
and more attractive. This was ac­ 
complished over a period of years. 
Today the Escanaba forestry pro­ 
gram is cited by Michigan State 
College authorities as outstanding 
in Northern Michigan. 
First step undertaken after the 
forestry departm ent was 
estab­ 
lished back in 1942 was the draft­ 
ing of a street tree ordinance 
which was adopted by the City

The necessity for such a 
pro­ 
gram of planting, care, and control 
of the trees bordering the 
city’s 
streets and sidewalks was 
easily 
recognized at that time. 
Tree branches hung low 
over 
the sidewalks, knocking off hats 
and 
littering 
the 
walks 
with 
branches. Dead 
wood 
showered 
down during every 
high 
wind, 
and big trees—many of them pop­ 
lars—fell into the 
street. 
They 
were dangerous and untidy. 
Hasards Eliminated 
In other sections 
of 
the 
city 
there were blocks with no street 
trees at all. There was no control 
over 
planting 
and 
owners 
of 
abutting property would 
put 
in 
trees of quick growth, but weak 
and unsightly. 
Sometimes 
good \ 
trees were planted so close to- j 
gether they were unable to grow 
into attractive forms. 
The first pruning of street trees 
began in 1943. It was confined to 
clearing visibility for stop signs at 
intersection. The following year a 
city-wide program of 
tree trim ­ 
ming was begun—and has 
been 
going forward a section at a time 
ever since. 
Because of the 
unsightly 
and 
hazardous condition, the work was 
done at first in sections of the city 
where it was most needed. This 
past summer 136 blocks of trees 
were trimmed by forestry crews. 
The crews ranged from five to

trees were trimmed at a cost of 
$2,649 or slightly less than $1 per 
tree. 
Nursery Maintained 
Next year 
it 
is 
hoped 
that 
money will be available to com­ 
plete the tree trimming in the re­ 
mainder of the city, Clayton said. 
The cost should be less next year 
because the men will be working 
in areas where the trees are not 
so large or in need of so much at­ 
tention. 
At the present time the fores­ 
try crews are removing about 50 
dead, undesirable and weakened 
trees.

Norway maple first in preference 
for street tree planting, Clayton 
said. The city’s program calls for 
planting trees on the tree strip at 
the request of abutting property 
owners. A charge of $8 per tree is 
made and the city guarantees suc­ 
cess or a new tree will be planted 
without charge. 
Since 1944 about 800 trees have 
been planted along the streets and 
in the parks by the forestry de­ 
partm ent. 
From misunderstanding in 1942, 
the public has come 
to 
request 
still more service in 1952 form the 
forestry departm ent, Clayton said. 
Some residents want the city to 
supply trees, to plant or to trim 
trees on private 
property.

F^*ENERAL Eisenhower is the freest man 
to win the White House in a very long 
time. By easting 
monumental 
majorities 
for him, the people of the United 
States 
cut him loose from hampering ties. No in­ 
dividual, no bloc, no part of America nor 
even his own party holds him captive. 
The meaning of this for the 
future 
is 
great, if the President-elect seizes the op­ 
portunity which is his. The words, “I put 
you across in my state, General,” cannot 
be uttered in Eisenhower’s presence. 
He 
put himself across. He is the candidate of 
the people, even of many millions in the 
traditionally Democratic South. And that 
makes him the first genuinely national 
president to emerge since the Civil War. 
The 32 million voters who chose Eisen­ 
hower are a vast, unorganized 
majority 
The only bonds that join them are their 
tremendous .faith in the General and their 
overwhelming wish for a new approach to 
their accumulated problems. 


West Needs Economic 
Unity Against Russia 
A year or so ago the free nations were 
** confidently saying that if they 
could 
just keep Western Germany and Japan out 
of the Russian orbit t h e y would have the 
resources to 
stand 
off the Communist 
threat. Now the talk is not so cheerful. 
Basically there are two reasons for the 
change of mood. The first is that the free 
world's industrial potential—though theo­ 
retically superior to that of the Commun­ 
ist realm—actually depends 
for 
fulfill­ 
ment on a high degree of economic unity. 
And despite the promise of such things as 
the Schuman plan for European coal-steel 
integration, that unity seems a long way 
off. 
By contrast, Russia, being able to press 
the Iron Curtain countries into a tighter 
mold through ruthless exercise of dicta­ 
torial controls, may possibly achieve a 
stronger economic empire. It cannot sup­ 
press nationalist feelings, but many politi­ 
cal and economic barriers to unity it can 
sweep aside at a stroke. 
Secondly, even the most hopeful 
eco­ 
nomic specialists have not yet 
suggested 
how Western 
Europe 
can find lasting 
prosperity without trading with 
Eastern 
Europe, or how Japan can get on a per­ 
manent economic footing unless it trades 
with China. These were the normal trade 
patterns before World War 
II, 
and 
no 
suitable substitutes have been devised. 
Certainly the United States, for ail its 
continuing growth, is not prepared to take 
enough of European and Japanese goods 
to compensate these regions for, the loss 
of old markets. So the problem is 
essen­ 
tially unsolved. 
Right now this dilemma is partly cloak­ 
ed by the fact of substantial economic aid 
from the U. S. to Europe and Japan. But 
this is a mere prop, not a foundation. 
What does all this add up to? It 
sug­ 
gests that if we don’t find some way to 
draw the free nations closer and develop 
trade outlets, and if we allow 
the 
Reds 
meantime to consolidate their 
economic 
empire behind the Iron Curtain, the free 
world will stand in real peril of one day 
playing second fiddle to the Communist 
world economically. And that means mili­ 
tarily. The conclusions are obvious.

Stunning as was their action on Nov. 4

ment at the polls. It was this portrait of 
his stature that helped him decide to run 
But then, when 
the spring 
primaries 
came on. the picture seemed altered. Here, 
contesting for the nomination with Senator 
Taft and 
others, 
Eisenhower 
suddenly 
found himself thrust into the middle of the 
bitter power struggle for control 
of 
his 
party. 
Far from rolling ahead without opposi­ 
tion, Ike met terrific force and had to bat­ 
tle like a tiger right down to the conven­ 
tion deadline at Chicago before winning. 
It appeared many who had told him the 
country would be his at 
a 
stroke—men 
like Governor Dewey, Paul Hoffman, and 
Senators Lodge and Duff—had given him 
false intelligence. They seemed to slip into 
the shadows after Chicago. 
Into the forefront, if not the ascendancy, 
moved men who had been impressed by all 
the signs 
of 
opposition, 
who 
believed 
therefore that Eisenhower would have to 
temporize and compromise and wheedle to 
win the backing needed for election. 
Now we know that these men vastly un­ 
derrated his strength with the people, that 
he need not have lowered his campaign 
sights or directed special appeals to special 
regions. The people already had determin­ 
ed to take him, on past performance and 
on faith. 
Eisenhower has the “clear call to duty” 
he said he wanted to hear. In sounding it, 
the American people have 
automatically 
elevated him to a position of tremendbus 
power and prestige. They have given him 
his freedom to act for the good of all his 
countrymen, and his liberty to 
shut 
his 
ears to narrow appeals from any quarter. 
They have given him the opportunity to 
be great

Merry-Go- Round

WASHINGTON—I would like to urge 
fellow newsmen, radio commentators, and 
the American public generally to 
under­ 
take a voluntary news blackout on Gener­ 
al Eisenhower’s forthcoming trip to Ko­ 
rea. In brief, the time of his departure, 
arrival in Japan, departure from Japan to 
Korea, ought not to be published. 
While the first lap of the trip acrose the 
Pacific to Japan carries no great danger 
the second lap behind the battle lines of 
Korea could be one of the most dangerous 
ever undertaken by a President-elect of 
the United States. 
When President Roosevelt took similar 
trips to Casablanca, Teheran and Yalta, 
the time of departure, arrival, and even 
the fact that he planned such trips were 
military secrets. No word was published 
in the press. 
Danger to Gen. Eisenhower is not from 
any deliberate Communist attack. Pre­ 
sumably the men in 
the Kremlin don't 
want to plunge the world into war. But 
the suicidal mania of Oriental warriors is 
all too well known to risk a drunken pilot 
or group of Chinese kamikazes who, flying 
only a few miles, could create 
a 
crisis 
leading to demands for World War III. 
While Gen. Eisenhower will be meticu­ 
lously guarded, there is 
no use 
taking 
chances by giving away the details of his 
itinerary.

It s a lot tougher 
shifting administra­ 
tions than it was 20 years ago. As a result, 
Eisenhower and advisers will have to burn 
a lot of midnight oil. 
Twenty years ago, when Herbert Hoov­ 
er handed things over to Franklin Roose­ 
velt, there wsa no atomic energy, no Ko­ 
rean war, no military draft, no threat of 
Russia, no foreign-aid program, no radar 
ring defending the U. S. A.

$1,924,000,000 in taxes. Today the budget 
is §79,000,000,000 and the annual tax take 
is $68,700,000,000. Labor unions had only 
3,226,000 members then; today they have 
16,000,000. There was no

not 
much radio, no big commercial airlines, 
not much air mail, no Tennessee

Authority. 
But there was a depression. And FDR,

FIND STONE’S LOCATION 
It is important also to find out where 
the stone oi stones lie.

No disease today creates as much 
public apprehension In a commu­ 
nity as does poliomyelitis. 
Mass 
anxiety tends to find expression 
in public pressure for the imposi­ 
tion of restrictions which inter­ 
fere with normal community life, 
without resulting in any signifi­ 
cant effect upon the propagation 
of the disease. 
Whenever the poliomyelitis case 
rate is elevated, the majority of 
people manifest an apprehension 
comparable to that 
winch 
pre­ 
vailed during the 
middle 
ages 
whenever epidemics 
of 
“black 
death’ ’occurred. People attempted 
to ward off bubonic plague, then 
known 
as 
“black 
death,” 
by 
adopting 
numerous 
“protective” 
measures which varied from the 
burning of incense to the burning 
of “witches” at the stake. Actual­ 
ly, the people of the middle ages 
had more justification for their 
fear of plague than do the people 
of today for their abnormal fear 
of 
poliomyelitis. 
The 
London 
“black death” epidemic of 1664- 
1665 resulted in 
70,000 
deaths. 
The London population then num­ 
bered 500,000. The largest num­ 
ber of poliomyelitis deaths ever to 
occur in Milwaukee w’as 
28 
in 
1948, when the 
population 
was 
627,000. 
Answers Not Knowrn 
The majority of Americans be­ 
lieve that little 
or 
nothing 
is 
known about poliomyelitis, includ­ 
ing the cause of the disease and 
the manner of its spread. Actually, 
the sum total of our knowledge of 
the natural history of poliomyelitis 
is greater than that of any other 
disease caused by a virus. Admit­ 
tedly, there are still gaps. There 
aro similar voids in 
our know­ 
ledge of measles, and even great- 
ter gaps exist in our knowledge of 
the common cold. 
Although we now know of no 
effective, practical way of pre­ 
venting the general spread of po­ 
liomyelitis virus, we also know of 
no way of preventing the spread of 
measles virus. We do not know 
why, of the many people infected 
with poliomyelitis, only a few de­ 
velop paralysis, just a* we do not 
know why, among the many per­ 
sons infected with measles, only 
a few develop measles encephali­ 
tis, which is a serious affection of 
the central nervous system. It is 
hoped that this article will serve 
to dispel some of the popular mis­ 
conceptions about poliomyelitis. 
Poliomyelitis is an acute infec­ 
tious disease caused by a specific 
group of very similar viruses. It 
was formerly known as infantile 
paralysis, 
which 
is a misnomer 
because the infection is not limit­ 
ed to infants and is 
not 
often 
characterized by paralysis. 
Few Have Symptoms 
At present, three types of polio­ 
myelitis virus have been isolated, 
all of which'are widely distriout- 
ed. Animals, and presumably hu­ 
mans, infected with any one type 
become 
immune 
to 
reinfection 
with the same type but are still 
susceptible to infection with the 
other two types. Immunity to in­ 
fection is correlated with the pres­ 
ence of immune substances in the 
blood serum. 


had “abortive” attacks. 
Persons 
experiencing 
“unapparent” 
and 
“abortive” infections cannot defin­ 
itely be diagnosed as having po­ 
liomyelitis, even in the presence 
of an epidemic, unless the virus is 
isolated from their bodies. Virus 
isolation is too expensive and time 
consuming a procedure to be uti­ 
lized as a routine clinical diag­ 
nostic procedure. 
Common Aa Measles 
It is well established that near­ 
ly all adults reared in large ur­ 
ban centers have antipoliomyelitis 
immune substances in their blood. 
These immunity agents do not de­ 
velop simply because an individu­ 
al becomes an adult. They develop 
only as a result of infections with 
poliomyelitis virus.! This 
means 
nearly all persons reared in large 
urban areas have 
been infected 
with poliomyelitis before reach­ 
ing adulthood and usually before 
reaching the age of 12 years. 
When told this, most people ap­ 
pear skeptical and ask why, if this 
be true, so few adults have any 
paralysis as a result of the prior 
poliomyelitis infections. The an­ 
swer is that 
the 
overwhelming 
majority of people infected with 
poliomyelitis virus experience on­ 
ly “inapparent” or “abortive” at­ 
tacks, which are clinically urn cc- 
ognizable as poliomyelitis but re­ 
sult in production 
of immunity. 
Poliomyelitis is 
an 
exceedingly 
common disease. It is truly as 
common as measles. The person 
who develops paralysis following 
poliomyelitis 
infection 
suffers 
from an uncommon complication 
of a common disease, just as does 
the occasional person 
who 
de­ 
velops measles encephalitis as a 
complication of measles. 
All individuals of more than 9 
months of age are susceptible to 
infection with poliomyelitis until 
rendered immune as a result of 
actual infection. The isolation of 
children from those of other fami­ 
lies and the 
closing of schools 
when poliomyelitis is 
prevalent, 
are not 
preventative 
measures. 
They serve only to postpone the 


inevitable infection at a later date. 
No Preventative 
There is considerable evidence 
that the percentage of fatal cases, 
as well as the extent of disability 
increases with the age at which 
infection occurs. In other words, 
although poliomyelitis is a mild 
infection for 
the 
overwhelming 
majority of young children, it is 
relatively more severe 
in 
older 
children and adults. Accordingly, 
delaying the date of inevitable in­ 
fection from early to late child­ 
hood or adulthood is disadvant­ 
ageous rather than advantageous. 
On a few occasions, when polio­ 
myelitis was very 
prevalent 
in 
Milwaukee, the opening of schools 
was delayed and 
parents 
were 
urged to keep children under the 
age of 12 years 
from 
mingling 
with other children 
outside 
of 
their regular small play groups. 
Such measures serve to slowr up 
the rate at which the virus is dis­ 
seminated. They serve to delay 
the inevitable infection from one 
month to the next or from one 
season to the next. The sole prac­ 
tical value of such measures is to 
spread the paralytic patient case 
load over a more protracted time 
period and thus to prevent too se­ 
vere overtaxing of the communi­ 
ty’s personnel and facilities avail­ 
able for the treatment of polio­ 
myelitis patients. 
From a long 
range viewpoint 
we are unable today to do any­ 
thing which will effectively pre­ 
vent individuals from sooner or 
later being infected with polio­ 
myelitis virus. Only the eventual 
development of a safe inoculation 
procedure, which 
will 
yield 
a 
sound and durable immunity, will 
answer this dilemma. Until such a 
vaccine becomes 
abailable 
our 
main concern must continue to be 
with those occasional individuals 
who devalop some degree of pa­ 
ralysis following 
infection 
with 
poliomyelitis. There are 
a 
few 
factors w’hich definitely are known 
to be associated with an increase 
in the occurrence of paralysis.

Power With Words

Although our distant ancestors were fat 
better acquainted with French and Latin 
than are their present descendent*, they 
did get confused now and then in trans­ 
lating their learning back in^o English. 
Take, for example, the words impeach 
and impeachment, which are often tossed 
about lignth by politicians. If we go back 
to the earliest English uses we find that 
they are derived from Old French em- 
peacher, which in turn came from Latin 
nnpedico, and which therefore meant “to 
catch, entangle, or ensnare.” 
Our 
word 
impede is from a similar 
Latin 
origin, 
having a literal meaning, "to put shackles 
or fetters upon the 
feet 
(Latin 
pedes, 
feet).” Ones progress is 
impeded 
when 
forced to proceed as if with shackled feet, 
and one’s progress is expedited when the 
feet are freed. 
I rn poach in 
its 
earliest 
sense, 
then, 
meant to put obstacles in one’s way, to 
hold one back, and an impeachement was 
a hindrance, an obstacle 
of 
some 
sort. 
Even as late a" 1074, John Milton wrote, 
“Bo ris without impeachment now ascend­ 
ed the throne.” And it can be readily seen 
from Milton’s use how impeach had 
al­ 
ready come to mean “challenge; 
call 
in 
question,” a meaning that is still in use, 
though the earlier meanings are obsolete. 
Along with the original sense, however, 
some half-baked scholar began to figure 
that the Latin verb impeto, which means 
"to accuse,” could also be translated 
as 
impeach, and that impetigo, “an accusa­ 
tion,” could be rendered impeachement.

After Vishinsky returned yester­

This Western stand also got the 
full support yesterday of France’s 
Foreign Minister Robert Schuman, 
who told the Assembly that all 
prisoners must be liberated as soon 
as hostilities cease in Korea and 
that they must neither be forcibly 
retained nor forcibly repatriated. 
Boycott Hinted 
This was obviously intended to 
assure the Communists that the

The bulk of Schuman’s speech 
dealt with France’s stand on Tu­

Gets $10,000 Pension 
The Russians had accused him 
since 1950 of being a tool of Amer­ 
ican imperialism.

leged American Communists in the 
U.N. Secretariat. 
Lie would not enlarge on the 
statement he read at the Assembly 
opening yesterday in which he said 
—his voice choked with emotion— 
that he was “ stepping aside now 
because I hope this may help the 
United Nations to save the peace.’* 
Many delegates expressed shock 
and regret at his decision and 
praised his work in the U.N. They 
began talking about a successor, 
naming most prominently the pres­ 
ent General Assembly President, 
Lester B. Pearson of Canada, and 
three past Presidents, Gen. Carlos

The w hite persons—one a C ath­ 
olic nun—and at least eight Ne­ 
groes w ere killed yesterday after­ 
noon and last night in shooting 
and wild skirm ishes between po­ 
lice and Negro dem onstrators in 
E ast London, a native subpurb of 
D urban. Six governm ent and m is­ 
sion buildings w ere burned. 
Fire from police rifles and auto­ 
m atic weapons on Saturday killed 
14 Negroes and wounded 39 in the 
diam ond-m ining center of K im ­ 
berley.

Glossy Paper 


Demand Strong 


WASHINGTON—A steadily in­ 
creasing 
demand 
for the high 
grade glossy printing paper known 
as coated stock has been met by 
the United States paper industry 
through a combination of tech­ 
nical progress and increased ca­ 
pacity.! 
Production of this paper, essen­ 
tial in the printing of many high 
quality magazines and fine books, 
has more than trebled since the 
end of World W ar II, the Nation­ 
al Geographic Society reports. In 
1945 United States coated 
stock 
production was 334,000 short tons. 
In 1951 
approximately 
1,020,000 
tons were produced, and 1952 is 
expected to top this figure. 
Coated stock is basically 
high 
grade paper to which a glossy fin­ 
ish is im parted through applica­ 
tion of an enamel-like filler. The 
high gloss is obtained 
from 
the 
special clays going into the filler, 
which also usually contains an ad­ 


hesive or binder to cause the clay 
to adhere to the paper. 
Both Sides Covered 
Coating is done by machine, and 
final finish is given by supercal- 
endering, or running the coated 
and dried stock through a series 
of precisely fitted rollers to per­ 
fect the surface and iron out ir­ 
regularities. 
For many years it was possible 
to coat only one side of a roll of 
paper, but officials of the Champ­ 
ion International Paper Company, 
of Lawrence, Massachusetts, pio­ 
neered in perfecting 
a 
machine 
that coated both sides of the web 
in one series of operations. At the 
present time, 
almost 
half 
of 
Champion International’s 30,000- 
ton annual production of coated 
paper goes directly into the Na­ 
tional Geographic Magazine. 
There are several ways of ap­ 
plying coating to paper, including 
dipping, 
running 
the 
paper 
through a bath of coating m aterial, 
spraying, knifing ana printing. In 
knife application the enamel is 
first applied thickly 
and 
then 
scraped off with a knife. In print­ 
ing the coat is applied much as 
is ink on a rotary printing press. 
Much of the recent increase in 


production springs from the use 
of paper machine coaters. In these 
the coat is applied by one of the 
conventional methods as the pa­ 
per rolls off the machine that has 
converted it from watery pulp to 
a continuous strip. 
Other modem coaters are not 
directly connected with the pa­ 
per-making machine, but employ 
paper that already is finished and 
made into great, heavy rolls. In 
both methods it is necessary to 
apply the coat and allow it suf­ 
ficient drying time before it runs 
through the supercalenderer for 
final finishing. 
A wall made coated stock must 
have a glossy finish but at the 
same time be absorbent enough to 
take ink. It must retain its finish 
through the printing prosses and 
after years of exposure. In addi­ 
tion, special inks must often be 
used, particularly in color repro­ 
duction. Too opaque an ink tends 
to dull the paper, while too much 
transparency allows poor 
color 
register and tends toward pale or 
faded pictures and print.

Bible History 
In Old Cities

TEL AVIV — Beth Yerach in 
North-Eastern Israel, the Cannan- 
ite “City of the Moon” on the 
South-Eastern shores of the Sea 
of Galilee, may well be one of 
the 
most 
ancient 
cities in the 
world, according to recent finds 
there 
Archeologist.* think that it is 
about 5000 years old — possibly 
ev en - older than Damascus, the 
Syrian capital 
70 miles to the 
North-East of it, through which 
Father Abraham passed 
on his 
long trip to the South when he 
left one “Eliezer of Damascus” 
as steward of his house 
(Gen. 
XV, 2). 
One of the two city walls now 
excavated for a length of about 
200 feet doubtless belongs to the 
second phase of the Early Bronze 
Age 3000-2000 BC.), the report of 
the Israel D epartm ent of Antiq­ 
uities says. 
The wall, built ot 
mud bricks is about 30 feet wide 
anti 15 feet high. 
A 
second 
wall 
dug out 
w as 
built during the first phase of 
Ute Middle 
Bronze Age 
(2000- 
1100 BC.) Fifteen feet wide and 
12 feet high, it is made of stone. 
The city gate to the brick wall 
has also been uncovered. It has 
a foundation of stones overlaid 
with unburnt bricks. A nine foot 
wide stone-paved street leads to 
the gate. 
And there are also re­ 
mains of two rectangular towers 
of the site of the city gale as 
well as of a round tower built 
nearer to the Sea of Galilee itself. 
Several ancient tombs in which 
Hie dead were laid in a crouch­ 
ing position (together with pot­ 
tery, hundreds of beads, bronze 
pins etc.), unearthed on the same 
occasion, seem to stem from the 
second 
phase 
of 
the 
Middle 
Bronze Age (about 18th Century 
BC.), 
while 
grain 
barns 
and 
ovens date 
back to the Persian 
period (549-331 BC.) One house I 
built 
of 
stamped 
earth 
and 
decorated with geometric figures 
comes from 
the Hellenistic era 
(312-64 BC.) 
The Israel Government’s report 
on the Beth Yerach excavations 
says that 
a 
stone 
fence 
ap­ 
parently surrounded the camp of 
the Emperor Vespasian who from 
there conquered the then fortified 
city of Tiberias during the Roman- 
Jewish war. 
Another army camp 
seems to have been on the same 
aite four or five centuries earlier. 
For the next few months and 
years 
the 
heads of the Antiq­ 
uities Department of the Israel 
Government, cooperating with the I 
Hebrew University and the Pal­ 
estine Exploration Society, still 
have a big archeological program 
on hand. 
They know that the 
Bible story mirrors only a small 
fraction of the tale of human pro­ 
gress as retold by archeology in 
this part of the world. 
For this 
reason, the 
Israel 
archeological 
program is to cover a period of 
several thousand years. 
Israel archeologist* hope 
that 
once real peace with neighboring 
Hashemite Jordan has replaced 
the present armistice, some co­ 


ordination can be achieved with 
the various foreign archeologist* 
w'orking in the Eastern part of

Keep your eye on Mary Pillsbury 
Lord. New York civic and social 
leader who has discovered during 
the last six months that politics 
packs more thrills than a four- 
ring circus. 
As co-chairman of the Citizens 
for Eisenhower Committee. Mrs. 
Lord has been stumping the coun­ 
tr y since e a rly spring, organizing 
workers in virtually every county 
in the land, putting her faith in 
the women to br^ig out the vote. 
Now. still on duty, in the cluttered 
headquarters in New York, she is 
tabulating returns which show that 
in practically every precinct in the 
country the women’s vote registra­ 
tion outnumbered the m en’s, and 
that this was the determined work 
of women volunteers. 


Just An Amateur 
Mrs. Lord is an 
amateur 
at 
politics. Her one other fling was 
on a small scale during the Willkie 
campaign in 1940. but her duties as 
a director of the New York World’s 
Fair kept her from getting a real 
start in that one. 
This tim e she jumped in with 
both feet and started “Operation 
Shoebox’’ in every Community she 
hit. Cards were filed in three shoe­ 
boxes after workers had called on 
every family in a territory, listing 
their 
political leanings 
as 
“For 
Eisenhower.” “For Stevenson” or 
“Undecided.” Mrs. Lord says: 
“Workers started by asking if 
the voter needed any help in getting 
to the polls—a babysitter, a car, 
and so on. Then they asked how 
the person intended to vote. All 
information was filed on the cards, 
and followed up, right to the last 
minute.” 


Didn’t Miss A House 
She cites as a typical community 
Hennepin County, Minn., where 70 
per cent of the volunteer campaign 
workers in her organization were 
women, 
and where, 
she insists, 
“ they didn’t miss a single house.” 
Another is Multnomah County, 
Ore., 
which 
consists 
m ostly of 
Portland, where there were 12.000 
more 
women 
registered 
oters 
than men. 
In New York, 27 of the 62 coun­ 
ties registered more women than 
men. 
As to future plans, Mrs. Lord 
says: 
“ I think it’s time now for me to 
stay at home awhile and catch up 
with my knitting. After all, I do 
have a family, you know, and I’m 
not looking for titles or honors. 
I’m just happy that women all 
over the country have shown what 
they can do.”

should she live? 
(Q) “In our family, there are 
three sons and a daughter, all 
married. My mother is difficult 
to get along with. 
No 
matter 
with whom she stays, there’s 
trouble. She is not well, but a 
lot of it is put on. If she knows 
w e’re 
going 
out 
somewhere 
without her, she says she’s sick. 
But, ask her five minutes later 
to go, then she's laughing and 
everything is fine. We ail got 
together and decided to let her 
take a furnished room and we 
all agreed to take her for week­ 
ends and holidays. 
We 
don’t 
want to see our mother unhappy 
but 
we 
all 
have 
our 
own 
troubles to worry about. 
Can 
you 
tell 
hie 
somewhere our 
mother 
could 
go 
where 
she

(A) Don’t let your motlier live 
alone in a furnished room. Not on­ 
ly would that be a dreary life fot­ 
her but it would be dangerous, un­ 
less the room were in a boarding 
house where there would be some­ 
one available should she become 
ill or have an accident. 
Why not discuss this problem 
with your minister? Most church­ 
es maintain homes 
for 
elderly 
people or they have contacts with 
homes where they can place eld­ 
erly people of their congregation. 
In such a home, your mother 
would not only have good physi­ 
cal care but she would have the 
companionship of other women of 
her age and 
interests. 
Further­ 
more, the home would be run by 
people who are 
accustomed 
to 
dealing with old people, who un­ 
derstand them, and who know how 
to m ake them happy. 
You and your brothers and sis­ 
ter need not fear that you are 
being unfair to your mother by 
making such living arrangements 
for her. In a home of younger peo­ 
ple and their children, an elderly ■ 
person feels out of place and ne­ 
glected. She feels, too, that she is 
a burden to her children. In a 
home, by contrast, there is no feel­ 
ing of this sort and she can see 
you when you invite her to spend 
weekends or holidays with you.
